A plan to assign at least four Negro ambassadors 
to new sections of the world in which color is a factor 
is being considered by top State Department officials. 
Attempts were being made to place qualified Negroes 
in high ranking diplomatic posts for the first time 
in the Far East and South and Central America. The 
use of Negro diplomats also is being considered for 
the forthcoming African nations including Nigeria. 

The plan was first approved by the late State De- 
partment Secretary John Foster Dulles, and included 
ending the “Negro Only” ambassadorial status of 
Liberia, plus expansion of opportunities for career 
Negroes within the Department.

HEALTH EXPERTS SAY POLIO 

The nation’s leading health specialists are concerned 
about the spiraling increase in polio among U. S. Negroes 
while the rate of the disease among whites is declining. 
Cause for the outbreak among Negroes, say the author- 
ities, is the failure of Negroes to be inoculated as a pre- 
ventive measure. 

This year, in an outbreak in Des Moines, Iowa, Negroes 
furnished more than a third of the polio cases despite 
the fact they compose only 4% of the total population. Of 
some 65 cases reported, 23 involved Negroes. Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Department experts say this percent- 
age is “way out of line” and hint that race is becoming a 
new factor in the fight against the disease. Of the city’s 
34 paralytic cases, 11 were Negroes. 

The trend of heavy Negro polio incidence has been 
building for three years. In 1956, when Chicago had 1,111

cases, 684 were Negro, a shocking 60% of the total. Surveys 
brought out that the actual rate among Negroes in the 


city was nine times higher than that of whites. In Wash- 
ington, D. C., the following year, 75% of the 66 cases were 
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Negro and checks showed that the vaccination rate among 
the affected Negroes was very low. Last year, 61% of the 
polio cases reported in Detroit were Negro, jumping the 
Negro rate of incidence 18 times higher than whites. 

With U. S. health forces girded to reduce the impact of 
the dreaded disease, authorities are finding that the new 
“weak link” is the Negro citizen. Said one expert: “If 
Negro leaders would join together in a gigantic campaign 
to get every parent and child inoculated, we could erase 
this sore spot. It is a serious challenge and the fact that 
the figures show a racial slant is because of the failure of 
Negroes to take advantage of vaccines.”

Ground was broken in Chicago last week for a $250,000 
clinic which will help relieve the medical needs of the 
South Side and convert the dreams of three brothers into 
reality. To be known as the Doctors Williams Clinic, the 
building will house offices for Doctors Jasper, James and 
Charles Williams and their 74-year-old widowed mother, 
Mrs. Clara Belle Williams, who will serve as receptionist. 
In addition to facilities for serving 40,000 patients per 
year, the 25-room clinic will include a complete laboratory 
and drive-in pharmacy, the first in Chicago. Originally 
from Las Cruces, N. M., the doctors began planning for 
the operation back in their father’s pharmacy, then de- 
cided to settle in Chicago because of the city’s noted short- 
age of Negro medics.

Speaking before the convention, 
Armstrong said: “America must go into training for this 
ideology. Every American must get it. With this our na- 
tion can quit sparring and really take on the whole world.” 


Detroit Cleric, Wife Jailed On Numbers Charge 

A Detroit churchman, Bishop Theodore R. Harvey, 28, 
and his wife-secretary, Geneva, 27, were charged with ob- 
taining money falsely after their accuser, Joseph Bil- 
lingsly, said he paid the bishop $695 in June 1957 for the 
digits “807,” which was supposed to be a winning policy 
number.

When the Boston Red Sox sent down 
tc Minneapolis for switch-hitting in- 
fielder, Elijah (Pumpsie) Green, it com- 
pleted the cycle for Negro players in the major 
leagues. The move was a long time coming, but it 
means that every club in the big leagues now fields 
one or more Negroes. 

Back in spring training, when Boston sent 
Green back to the minors, picket lines trooped 
around Fenway Park and the Red Sox manage- 
ment was called into a hearing before the Mas- 
sachusetts Commission Against Discrimination 
on a NAACP claim that they barred Negro play- 
ers. But nobody proved anything against the 
Sox and they were later cleared of the charges. 
Green remained pretty much in the background 

during the controversy, but maybe the public rela- 
tions angle figured in bringing the infielder back as 
the first Boston Negro player in history. If you look 
the facts in the face, though, you’ll see that his per- 
formance had a lot to do with his recall, too. At 
Minneapolis, he hit .320 over 98 games and batted in 
31 runs. 

I haven’t seen Green play any baseball this 
season, but if I know Sox General Manager 
Bucky Harris, I figure that the club thinks a lot 
of him as an infielder. For example, they dealt 

Bobby Avila, an 1l-year veteran in baseball, off 
to the Milwaukee Braves to make room for 
Green and that certainly shows some decision. 
The guess here is that Green is with Boston for 
keeps.

THE BOXER WHO IS TRAINING TO FIGHT A GHOST 
BARRED FROM RING, ‘HURRICANE’ 


At six one morning 
last week a familiar 
figure jogged through 
the streets of St. Al- 
bans, N. Y., stopped 
momentarily to jab 
and hook his 195 
pounds at an imagi- 
nary foe, then con 
tinued his roadwork 
Breakfasting at 7:30, 
he napped about two 
hours, then hopped 
aboard a subway to 
Stillman’s Gym in 
New York. 

For nearly three 
hours he did pushups, 
& abu flailed heavy and light 
Rapping light bag in gym, “Hurri- bags, sparred in the 
cane” Jackson sharpens his timing. ring, skipped rope and 
shadow boxed in front of a mirror. Returning home to 
nap again, he dined at 5 p.m., bicycled until dusk and 
was in bed by 9:30. Tommy (Hurricane) Jackson, one- 
time heavyweight title contender, was training religiously 
—for a bout with a ghost. 

Jackson probably will win no championships since, after 
taking too many punches to the head, he is ruled out of 
the ring by boxing commissions all over the U. S. But he 
could easily claim the title of unlikeliest competitor in 
the game today. At age 26, with more than 35 bouts in 
his record, the husky heavyweight is now a fighter with 
nowhere to go. 

The only livelihood Jackson knows is all but closed to 
him, and what few fights he does get, in Canada and 
smalltime, backwoods clubs in the U. S., hardly produce

enough in purses to pay his expenses. But Hurricane has 
one fan in his corner, Mrs. Georgia Jackson, his mother, 
who refuses to give up hope. 

“Tommy’s in good shape,” Mrs. Jackson declared. “I’ve 
got three of four doctors’ reports to prove it. I gave birth 
to the boy and nobody knows any better than me that 
he’s still able to fight.” 

When Jackson was disqualified in New York after a 
technical knockout by Eddie Machen in 1957, it was Mrs. 
Jackson who appealed to the athletic commission for his 
reinstatement. “I spent a fortune for doctors,” she said. 
One of them, Dr. Byron Stookey, a neurologist at New 
York’s Columbia-Presbyterian Medical Center, wrote a 
lengthy report approving Hurricane for the ring. The 
New York commission still refuses to act. 

“I wanted to be sure,’ Mrs. Jackson said. “I had to 
be sure. I’m his mother.” She attributed her son’s 1956 
loss to Floyd Patterson and his defeat the next year by

Machen to an illness. “The boy had infected hemorrhoids 
and I told his manager, Lippe Breidbart, that Tommy 
wasn’t able to fight.” The two losses, Mrs. Jackson and 
her son agree, led to his disqualification. Later, Hurricane 
said, a minor operation corrected the hemorrhoids, 
boasted, “I’m in better shape than I ever was.” 

Even though he is ruled out of boxing virtually all 
over the U. S., the sport has been a little kind to him. 
He earned $55,000 after expenses in his last two fights 
with Patterson and Machen. The money enabled him 
to buy a comfortable home in a quiet, tree-shaded sec- 
tion of St. Albans, N. Y., which he shares with his mother. 
Also purchased with some of the money was a dump 
truck which his mother leases out for odd jobs. 

Mrs. Jackson keeps a watchful eye on Hurricane at 
their St. Albans home. “I’ve got to stay behind him,” she 
said. “I see that he eats right and gets his sleep because 
we never know when he’s going to fight again.” In recent 
months, Jackson has developed an interest in the opposite 
sex and began dating Elizabeth Clinton. “But he stays 
out late sometimes,” Mrs. Jackson lamented, “so I have

to watch him and his girlfriend, too. If he’s going to be 
a fighter he’s got to live the life. He can’t let women 
interfere with his training.” 

As Hurricane’s ex-officio manager, Mrs. Jackson has her 
hands full. It has become a ’round-the-clock job for the 
Georgia-born matron, preparing her son for a fight that 
may never come. “I’ve been his manager all of his life,” 
she declared. “Other people are recognized by the law, 
but I’m the only one recognized by my boy. These other 
ones fall by the wayside when the winnings get thin.” 

But at least one man vouches for him in the midst of 
trouble. “Hurricane is in better shape than half the fight- 
ers who come in here to train,” declares Lou Stillman, 
recently-retired owner of the famed Manhattan gym 
which bears his name. “It’s a crime that he can’t get a 
fight.” And Jackson, himself, is certain he can battle 
both heavyweight champion Ingemar Johannson and 
Floyd Patterson. Said he: “I’ll fight them boys one after 
the other on the same night and knock ’em out.”
